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USD president reveals University Center plans; 
offers general over-view of campus construction

ALCALA PARK — ‘‘The University 
of San Diego is destined to become a great 
center of learning, where truth will be 
fearlessly taught,’’ Bishop Charles F. 
Buddy said at groundbreaking 
ceremonies of May 1, 1948. 

“Tt will always be growing — a 
permanent credit to those who have 
espoused its cause,”’ the bishop 
continued. 


THIS SAME commitment to the 
university and its on-going growth was 
echoed by USD president Dr. Author E. 
Hughes at a Nov. 16 press conference 
where. he announced plans for 
development of a $9 million University 
Center complex. 

“The University Center is a vital 
structure missing from USD campus 
life,’’ he said. - 

“Tt will be the capstone of our-current 
development campaign which includes 
the completion of a new business school

building, a conference center and a 
library,’’ the president added. 


THE MULTI-PURPOSE University © 


Center will occupy approximately 70,000 
square feet on property east of De Sales 
Hall. 


“While the academic facilities of the 
campus are effectively meeting the 
educational requirements .of USD?’s 
students, the University Center is needed 
for their spiritual, psychological, —

As currently envisioned, the three-level 
structure will contain a central lounge, 
student and faculty dining areas, a grille, 
a deli, student affairs offices, a game 
room, student publication offices, a 
student organization center, conference 
and meeting rooms and various other 
student activity areas. The* building’s 
architecture will conform to the 16th 


century Spanish Renaissance motif — 
known as Plateresque — of the campus. 


VICE PRESIDENT: for Student 
Affairs Tom Burke described the 
proposed center as ‘‘the living room of the 
university campus,”’ and said it is needed 
to accommodate the unanticipated surge 
of enrollment which the university has 
experienced in recent years. 


According to Burke, current facilities, 
spread about the campus, can service only 
about 200 students at a time. 


Director of Public Relations Sara Finn 
explained that the university’s enrollment 
stands at 3,000 undergraduate and 2,000 
graduate and law. students. 


“‘USD, in its vision of the University 
Center, returns to the earliest traditions 
of ‘the Commons’ — the union as a place 
where students, faculty and 
administration can meet on common 
ground, a place which affords an 
atmosphere of free discussion, a student 
development center, a building dedicated 
to the promotion of the art of living,’’ 
Burke said. 

The campaign for the center will be 
headed by Ernest Hahn, a member of the 
university’s board of trustees. 

Following discussion of the new center, 
Director of Physical Plant John Zeterberg 
gave a construction review of the three 
buildings currently being erected on the 
USD campus. 


conference. Described as “the living room of the university 
campus,” the 70,000-square-foot center will accommodate 
student activities and meal service facilities. 


AT A combined cost of $10.6 million, 
the new buildings will conform to the 
university’s 16th century Spanish 
Renaissance architecture. With their 
rooftop urns, arched windows and 
doorways and stucco facades, they remain 
true to the style adopted in 1952 with the 
first buildings on the campus. 

The buildings will provide additional 
office space for faculty and 
administration, but will primarily serve 


students. with instruction, lecture and 


research settings. Olin Hall, the School of 
Business. building, will provide faculty 
office space, conference rooms and 
computer and class rooms for the 
expanding business school. The Douglas 
F. Manchester Executive Conference 
Center will create a forum for scholarly 
thought. The Helen K. and James S. 
Copley Library will provide additional 
space needed for use by students and 
faculty. 


The buildings are located at the west 
end of the campus. Olin Hall and The 
Douglas. F. Manchester Executive 
Conference Center are situated next to 
each other on the south side of Marian 
Way, the avenue bisecting the campus. 
The Helen K. and James S. Copley 
Library adjoins Camino Hall (the 
existing library) on the north side of the 
street.

After debating, bishops vote to retain 6 holy days -

WASHINGTON (NC) — After lively 
debate the U.S. bishops voted Nov. 16 to 
retain six U.S. holy days of obligation, 
rejecting recommendations to drop three 
of them. 


More than half of the bishops voted to 
abolish the Mass obligation for Jan. 1, 
feast of Mary Mother of God and to 
transfer the observance of Ascension from 
Thursday to the following Sunday, but 
neither proposal got the two-thirds 
majority that was needed for passage. 


ON THE third feast in question, the 
Assumption (Aug. 15), the vote was only 


132 in favor of abolishing the Mass 
obligation, while 173 bishops voted to 
retain it. 


The vote on the Jan. 1 feast was 152 for 
abolishing the obligation to 146 for 
retaining it. On transferring the 
observance of Ascension to Sunday, 156 
bishops voted in favor and 131 against. 


The bishops also approved committee 
recommendations to retain the obligation 
of Mass for Christmas by a vote of 267-3, 
for the Immaculate Conception (Dec. 8). 
by a vote of 271-17, and for the feast of 
All Saints (Nov. 1) by a 248-33 vote.

BY HEAVY majorities the bishops 
voted to ask the Holy See to renew the 
current permission that allows U.S. 
Catholics not to follow the general 
Church law imposing a Mass obligation 
on four other holy days. 


The votes on these were to remove the 
Mass precept for the feast of St. Joseph 
(278-19) and the feast of Sts. Peter and 
Paul (277-17) and to transfer to a 
neighboring Sunday the observance of the 
feasts of Epiphany (280-23) and Corpus 
Christi (240-17). 

Auxiliary Bishop Anthony Bosco of 
Pittsburgh and Archbishop James A. 


Hickey of Washington led the successful 
floor fight not to make any changes in 
current holy day practice in the United 
States, at least until there could be further 
study and consultation on the issue and 
education to prepare people for any 
changes that might be adopted. 


THE BISHOPS’ vote to continue 
removing the Mass obligation for the four 
other holy days of general Church law 
must still be approved by the Holy See 
before it can take effect, but Holy See 
approval was expected.

GOOD ‘IGNORED’ — Archbishop Pio 
Laghi, apostolic delegate in the United States, 
criticized media coverage of recent papal talks 
to the U.S. bishops, saying journalists focused 
on controversies but largely ignored the 
underlying spirit of ‘‘unity and collegiality”’ 
between Pope John Paul II and the American 
hierarchy. : 

MORE EGALITARIAN — Old and New 
Testament studies and a look at ministry 
during the first centuries of the Church reveal 
a more egalitarian structure than the present 
all-male hierarchy, women scholars told 
bishops Nov. 12-13. 

PEACE PLEA — Pope John Paul II 
celebrated the, beatification Mass for a 19th- 
century Palestinian nun in St. Peter’s Basilica 
and asked for reconciliation between the ‘‘two 
opposing peoples’’ of the Middle East. The 


ceremony was for Sister Mariam Baouardy, - 


the first Arab and first Melkite Catholic to be 
beatified. 

‘PRETEXT’ — A Vatican official 
suggested that Israeli authorities may have 
used student activities as a pretext to close 
Bethlehem University for 60 days. Father 
Marco Brogi of the Vatican Congregation for 
Eastern Churches also strongly denied an 
Israeli Defense Ministry claim that student 
rioting was part of a ‘‘chain of incitements’’ 
that occurred ‘’with the knowledge of 
university officials.’ 


NOT YET — The first draft of a proposed 
U.S. bishops’ pastoral letter on capitalism will 
not be available for another year to avoid 
interference with the 1984 presidential 
election, the chairman of the committee 
preparing the pastoral said Nov. 16. The 
initial draft of the letter will be distributed at 
the November 1984 bishops’ meeting.

CATHOLIC VIEW — Nuclear deterrence 
on strict conditions and as a temporary step 
toward disarmament is emerging ‘‘as the most 
widely accepted view of the Roman Catholic 
Church,’’ according to Cardinal George Basil 
Hume of Westminster. The cardinal, in an 
article in The Times of London, stressed the 
need to halt the increase in armaments and 
said those opposed to nuclear weapons do not 
have the right to break the law. 


MINORITY SUPPORT — A proposal 
that the bishops write a pastoral letter on 
women in Church and society ‘‘within the 
teaching and tradition of the Church’’ 
received unanimous approval by the U.S. 
bishops Nov. 17 in a voice. vote. In another 
unanimous voice vote the U.S. bishops 
approved a pastoral letter on Hispanics that 
was amended to include a statement opposing 
racism. It called for commitment to Hispanic 
vocations and urged bi-lingual education 
opportuitities.

BISHOP. MAHER, who recently 
attended the National Council of Catholic 


‘Bishops’ meeting in Washington, D.C., 


said the study on women planned by the 
bishops came about because, ‘‘They feel 
this is the approach that is so necessary to 
reach out to women.”’ 


The issue will require three to four 
years of study ‘“‘before it is going to 
mature,”’ the bishop said. He encouraged

The bishops’ proposed capitalism 
pastoral was changed in two ways, he 
noted.

Hispanics is to call Americans attention to 
thier presence and to encourage them to 
see Hispanics as ‘‘a blessing from God.”’ 


‘‘The Hispanic presence in the United 
States is calling all of us to be more 
Catholic. We must hear that voice and 
make all feel at home in the Church,’’ he 
added. 


The bishop also recounted the primary 
and secondary goals of the NCCB, some 
of which included encouraging the 
participation of the laity, promoting 
respect for all human life, encouraging 
support for the teaching authority of the 
church and continuing ecumenical 
dialogue.

Christian ecumenists need to 
remember ‘‘there is a* unity in Jesus 
Christ that transcends our differences,”’ 
Mishler said. 


BETTER evangelism, ministry and 
prophecy from Church leaders is needed, 
he said, quoting Dr. Philip Potter, 
general secretary of the World Council 
who addressed the council for more than 
an hour. 


This assembly was significantly 
different than earlier ones, Mishler said, 
because it was based on worship and 
praise. Several worship services lasted for 
hours. The ‘‘faith before acts’’ emphasis 
was a departure for the World Council, 
he said. 


Mishler has tried to apply his 
experience at the assembly to his work at 
the Ecumenical Conference. He thinks 
Dr. Potter’s call for “‘better prophecy’’ 
means local church authorities should be 
“‘speaking out together when possible.’’ 
There are many spiritual, prophetic and 
evangelistic ways churches can cooperate, 
he noted. 

In February his 14-year-old ecumenical 
group will conduct an interfaith worship 
service.

One-room school only one use of Travelator

SAN DIEGO — Hundreds of homeless 
families and individuals are now sheltered 
by the Saint Vincent de Paul Center, 
even though the center’s proposed multi- 
million dollar facility remains in the 
development stage. 


About 200 persons each night are given 
a room and meals at the downtown El 
Cortez-Travelator building at 1430 
Seventh Avenue. Residents are referred 
by the Emergency Resources Group, a 
consortium of 93 agencies, or by any 
church or synagogue in the county. 


THE 65-ROOM facility opened June 
3 with six residents the first night. 


Each day, some of the beds purposely 
are not assigned; they are saved in case an 
nighttime emergency need for shelter 
occurs. 


The $40,000 needed to keep the facility 
running each month comes from 
donations and government grants, said 
Father Joseph Carroll, director of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Center. 


“The plan is to use it (the El Cortez) 
until we open the new center,’’ Father 
Carroll said. The center is slated to open 
in February 1985. 


RESIDENTS are not charged for their 
stay, which can last up to two weeks. 


Those 14 days give the referral agency a- 


chance to help the homeless find income 
or a more stable living arrangement.

are provided. Continental breakfasts and 
full dinners are served. Formula and 
diapers are given to mothers. 


School-age children attend a one-room 
public school taught by Jeannette 
Tarpley.. The classroom opened Nov. 1 
and has had as many as 28 pupils from 
kindergarten through ninth grade. 


“IT’S A NEW concept that is really 
experimental,’’ Father Carroll said. The

Filmmaker visits 
diocesan offices; 
shows unique film

ALCALA PARK — The oil crayon is 
an unusual medium for ‘‘serious’’ artists, 
but a man from Scotland has done 
thousands of art works using it. Pope 
John Paul II and England’s Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher are just two 
who own pieces by Richard Wawro. 


‘‘He has pushed this medium, the all 
crayon, beyond anything anyone has ever 
done,’’ Dr. Laurence Becker said. Becker 
made Wawro the subject of a 16mm 
documentary film, With Eyes Wide Open. 
Becker, the film’s producer, visited San 
Diego recently to present his film to an 
audience at the diocesan chancery 
building. 2 

The filmmaker was here Nov. 9 in the 
middle of a nine-city, 30-day national 
tour. He was invited by Franciscan Sister 
Bea Wagner, head of the diocesan media 
center. 


Becker is ‘‘not a film producer in the 
Hollywood sense,’’ but he made a career 
change when his life ‘‘intersected’’ with 
Wawro’s. 

Wawro, 31, has been called ‘‘severely 
mentally retarded,’’ ‘‘nearly blind,’’ and 
the possessor of a ‘‘hopelessly incomplete 
mind.’’ But when Becker met Wawro and 
saw his art, he knew the diagnoses were 


wrong.

WASHINGTON (NC) — Archbishop 
John R. Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis, 
whose term as president of the U-S. 
bishops’ organizations expired Nov. 17, 
guided the American hierarchy through a 
historic period in which the Church more 
than ever was involved in the public 
policy arena. 


The bishops’ pastoral letter on war and 
peace, launched just after Archbishop 


.-Roach assumed office in 1980 and 


completed earlier this year, is only one 
example of the U.S. hierarchy’s 
increasing participation in public policy 
debates. During Archbishop Roach’s 
three years as president the bishops also 
found themselves speaking in new ways 
on issues as varied as Central America 
and abortion. j 


The reasons for such episcopal 
outspokenness can sometimes be traced to 
the bishops themselves and sometimes to 
outside events. But in either case the 
American hierarchy has emerged from 
Archbishop Roach’s administration as 
more assertive on public policy and as 
more certain of its role in dealing with the 
moral aspects of political issues. 


“J think that for many years the 
conference (of bishops) was hesitant to get 
involved in public policy issues,’’ said 
Archbishop Roach at a news conference 
concluding the bishops’ Nov. 14-17 


meeting in Washington. 


But in recent years, he added, the 
bishops have become ‘‘very comfortable’’ 
in their dealings with public policy, partly 
because of their experience with the war 
and peace pastoral and partly because of 
the unprecedented 10-day retreat the 
bishops made together last year in 
Collegeville, Minn., to explore in depth 
their role as bishops. 


Archbishop Roach said his fellow 
prelates found they could confront such 
policy questions ‘‘as long as we did our 
homework.”’ 


The bishops’ newfound outspokenness 
in part is the result of two unrelated 
events late in 1980, one only a week 
before Archbishop Roach’s election as 
president, one less than a month after. 


The first was the U.S. elections that 
sent Ronald Reagan to the White House 
and gave control of the Senate to the 
Republican Party. That election resulted 
in a new debate over U.S. economic 
policy and a new effort by Republicans in 
the Senate to reverse a nearly decade-old 
policy of -bortion on demand. 


On the economic issue the bishops now 
find themselves deeply immersed in a 
pastoral letter being developed by an ad 
hoc. committee headed by Archbishop 
Rembert Weakland, OSB, of Milwaukee. 
Archbishop Weakland was appointed 
committee chairman by Archbishop 
Roach in response to the desire by some 
bishops that they examine capitalist 
systems as closely as they examined 
Marxism in a 1980 pastoral. 


The abortion’ debate, meanwhile, 
brought the bishops’ first-ever 
endorsement of specific wording for a 
constitutional amendment on the subject. 
Archbishop Roach, appearing before a 
Senate subcommittee in 1981, said the 
amendment might not be perfect but that 
it had the ‘‘great merit’? of being 
politically achievable. 


The second event in late 1980 that 
influenced the bishops during Archbishop 
Roach’s administration_was the murder 
in El Salvador of four American 
Churchwomen. Though the Church in 
the. United States already had been 
critical of the course of events in Central 
America, the Churchwomen’s deaths 
solidified Church opposition to U.S. 
policy there and led to repeated 
condemnations by Archbishop Roach and 
others. 


Archbishop Roach’s influence over the 
bishops’ war and peace pastoral was also 
considerable: One of his first actions as 
president was the appointment of 
Archbishop Joseph L. Bernardin of 
Cincinnati (now cardinal in Chicago) to 
head the pastoral’s drafting committee. 


Knowledge of Jesus gives peace 


‘VATICAN CITY — Knowledge of Jesus Christ gives 
peace to the human spirit, Pope John Paul II told 28,000 
people at his weekly general audience Nov. 16. 


The pope met the people in two groups, 20,000 of them 
in St. Peter’s Basilica and 8,000 in the Paul VI audience 
hall. 


Reflecting on the Gospel of St. John, the pope recalled 
the question of Nicodemus to Christ: ‘‘How can a man be 
born both of water and the spirit?”’ 


‘‘Nicodemus poses the question to Jesus which reflects 
the restlessness of every human person in his or her search 
for God,’’ the pope said. ‘‘it is only by coming to know 
Christ, the incarnate word of God, that the anxiety and 
unrest of the human spirit give way to the experience of 
that peace and joy of ‘rebirth’ — rebirth through water and 
spirit, to life in the kingdom of God.’’ 


The pope stressed man’s longing for God and compared 
restlessness to that found in a married couple who despite 
the profound experience of conjugal affection seek more 
from their relationship with one another. He said that a 
couple searches for the ultimate goodness, which is found 
in God. 

‘“‘The mercy with which God loved us is manifested in 
Jesus Christ, who came that we might have life and have it 
to the full,’’ the pope.said. ‘‘Our meditations during this 
special Holy Year should draw us to reflect on this great 
mystery of divine love, more powerful than sin and death, 
and lead us to pray to the author of our salvation, that He 
might continually shower His blessings of life and love on 
our world.”’ 


‘Abandon laboratories of death’ : 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Scientists should ‘‘abandon the 
laboratories and workshops of death’’ by not engaging in 
research leading to ‘‘war, tyranny and terror,’’ said Pope John 
Paul II. 


The pope asked scientists to work instead in ‘‘laboratories of 
life’? that help build peace and improve living conditions. 


THE PAPAL plea to “‘disarm science’’ came in a speech to 
the Pontifical Academy of Science. The audience included 15 
Nobel Prize winners. 

Work to see that ‘‘the discoveries of science are not placed at 
the service of war, tyranny, and terror,’’ the pope said. 

‘‘While it is inevitable that certain research will be used for 
aims of aggression, the scientist ought to choose a field that 
contributes to the good of mankind, to the building of peace,”’ 
he added. : 

*“‘*BY REFUSING certain fields of research, inevitably 
destined, in the concrete historical circumstances, for deadly 


purposes, the scientists of the whole world ought to be united in . 


a common readiness to disarm science and to form a 
providential force for peace,’’ said the pope, who has often 
called for disarmament agreements by the nuclear powers. 


“‘Prophets of disarmament have been objects of derision in 
every age, especially on the part of shrewd politicians, the 


- supporters of power,’’ he said. ‘‘But- today must not our 


civilization recognize that humanity has need for them.”’ 


The pope did not. spgcificially: mention nuclear arms, but he 
warned that contemperaryyman is living in ‘‘a grave moment in 
history’’ when all of humanity is threatened with death. 


‘““FACED WITH this great patient in danger of death which 
is humanity, scientists, in collaboration with all other members 
of the world of culture and with the social institutions must 
carry out the work of salvation analagous to that of the doctor 
who has sworn to use all his powers to heal the sick,’’ the pope 
said. 


The pontiff asked ‘‘for the success of the only war that must 
be fought: the war against hunger, disease and the death of 
millions of human beings whose quality and dignity of life could 
be helped and promoted with 7 percent of the amount spent 
each year for the incessant and threatening rearmament of the 
richest nations.”? 


The pope asked scientists to help in the process of building 
peace by directing their research toward ‘‘the promotion of 
justice’’ and by resisting efforts ‘‘to exploit your research and 
discoveries against justice and peace.”’ 

‘““THE SCIENTIFIC community, a community of peace, 
must be extended to all nations, through the foundation 
everywhere of institutes for research and sound technological 
application,’’ he said.

WHAT DOES McSorley claim? First: It is never 
allowed in Catholic moral theology to take one’s own life; 
he cites both the commandments as well as God’s 
authorship of all life to substantiate this claim. 


Second: The people involved in Fast for Life are good 
people who rightly understand the evil of the arms race; 
but fasting ‘‘until death’’ will not stop the arms race nor 
raise the consciousness of many. 


Third: The act of suicide is always wrong, no matter 
what. the motives of the person(s) involved;: or the 
circumstances surrounding the act. 


McSORLEY GIVES four examples that are important 
for his argument. The first is a fireman: he does not 
commit suicide because he does not burn himself but only 
risks his life to save others. 

The second is St. Maximillian Kolbe: he did not 
commit suicide because he did not take his own life: 
‘* __.the Germans did.’’ The third is that starving people 
are not commiting suicide as they do not refuse food when

- it remains given — forever. Once we have received it, it 
remains ours — forever. 


I am not talking of physical attractions or passionate 
projections or those romantic idylls that shrivel in the face 
of reality — those may and usually do fade and fall away 
from us. Love deeply felt and truly given endures whether 
it is among family members, friends or lovers, and that is 
something to be grateful for — profoundly, enduringly 
grateful. 


People who love each other like that are never really 
apart from one another, although they may be separated 
from us by years or miles, or even death. Love has its own 
rules, because it comes from God and returns to Him in 
an eternal circle, and, once given, it is eternalized and 
those we love — as Louis Evely said many years ago — 
are also eternalized in our love even as they are in God’s.

I BELIEVE most firmly that in the last analysis — the 
final judgment, if you will — we will find that only three 
things matter and have ever mattered: that we have loved 
as well as we could; that we have remained faithful to 
ourselves; and that we have earnestly and humbly sought 
God. In our gratitude for the love we have been able to 
give and have been privileged to receive, we cannot but 


-help turn in humble thanks to God and find in Him our 


own key to fidelity to what and who we are. 


newspaper represents ‘‘overkill and goes beyond the 
amount of interesting Catholic news available to 


communicate.’’ Mr. Herrmann then went on in his 


report to call a separate report from the Catholic Press 
Association team ‘‘rigid’’ because it ‘‘presumes that 
every diocese should have a weekly newspaper.”’ 


Mr. Herrmann apparently thinks himself above 
rigidity because he is open to new ways of communicating 
rathef than relying on trusted, old methods like the 
weekly diocesan newspaper. (‘“Trusted’’ and ‘‘old’’ are 
probably bad words in his vocabulary.) 


I QUESTION, though, how aware he is about the 
value of the Caholic newspaper not only to involved 
Catholics but also to the average person in the pew, 
particularly the adult whose formal religious education 
stops when his or her schooling ends. 


What more practical, appropriate way to reach the 
people and the parishes than through the diocesan 
newspaper? What more practical, appropriate way to

it is available to them. And the fourth example is Gandhi 
who believed in reincarnation and did not avow. suicide 
but only fasted to directly affect his own followers. 


McSorley uses these four examples to demonstrate that 
the people who Fast for Life cannot claim to be like ariy of 
these four situations. Why? Fourth: These fasters, while 
not wanting death, do accept their own possible death as 
part of their protest. Such acceptance constitues suicide 
and cannot be condoned. 


THE POINT of this series of articles is to examine Fast 
for Life in light of McSorley’s assertions. 


The fasters in Kansas City and Oakland have indeed 
raised successfully the issue of hunger as a reality in 
America. 


In their Pastoral Letter on War and Peace (1983), the U.S. 
Bishops speak directly to the issue of fasting: 


As a tangible sign of our need and desire to do penance we, for 
the cause of peace, commit ourselves to fast and abstinence on each 
Fiiday of the year. We call upon our people voluntarily to do 
penance on Friday by eating less food and by abstaining from meat. 
This return to a traditional practice of penance, one well observed 
in the U.S. church, should be accompanied by works of charity and 
service toward our neighbors. Every Friday should be a day 
significantly devoted to prayer, penance and almsgiving for peace. 
(IV:4) 

WHAT IS understood by inference in the Bishops’ 
statement, is that fasting and penance cannot be done in 


On this day we can remember the “‘long-ago’’ loves 
and the ‘‘now’’ loves and bless them equally. We can find 
affirmation in our ability to love and be loved and hope 
for the future in the human need to share on this plane, 
because in loving and gratitude we come very close to 
being what God designed us to be — and that, after all, is 
the whole purpose of our existence!

Unconditional 
love is not only what is meant by Christian love, it is what 
we human beings need so very much to enable’ us to face 
and deal with the quiet terrors of every day living. 


Love casts out fear; it affirms our being; it offers to 
others the kind of support so necessary in our world; it ties 
and frees, it makes life worth living. So this Thanksgiving 
season, why not turn our thoughts away from material 
plenty and take wonderful joy in recognizing and 
cherishing our wealth in love and rejoice that we need 
fashion no locks to preserve it, rather leave its door wide- 
flung and inviting.

SACRAMENTO — A variety of statewide activities 
are already being planned to mark the 200th anniversary 
of the death of Franciscan Father Junipero Serra in 
August, 1984, and if the hopes of the planner are realized 
the celebrations will include a visit by Pope John Paul II 
to Carmel and the declaration of Serra as ‘‘venerable.”’ 


Bishop Thaddeus Shubsda of Monterey, moderator of 
the state commission organizing the bicentennial, has 
announced that during his recent visit to Rome he invited 
the pope to Carmel and the pope ‘“‘didn’t say yes and 
didn’t say no. 

BISHOP SHUBSDA said he suggested 1985 for the 
pope’s visit because California will face ‘“enough security 
problems’? in 1984, with the Democratic National 
Convention in San Francisco and the Olympics in Los 
Angeles. 


Because the bicentennial of Serra’s death will be 
celebrated from Aug. 28, 1984 to Aug. 28, 1985, Bishop 
Shubsda said 1985 would be a particularly appropriate 
year for the pope to come to Carmel in Serra’s honor. 


‘“‘My dream,”’ he said, ‘‘is that the Holy Father would 
be in Carmel on Aug. 28, 1985. However, I think we can 
be very flexible if the pope accepts (the invitation).”’ 

THE POPE ‘‘has said he wants to visit the western 
part of the United States,’’ Bishop Shubsda said. 


The bishop said he could tentatively envision the pope 
celebrating masses in San Francisco and Los Angeles and 
giving a public address in Carmel, probably at the 
baseball field next to the mission, because the mission 
itself would be too small to hold all those who wished to 
attend. 


All this depends, however, on whether the case for 
Father Serra’s canonization is sufficiently far along by 
then. 

ACCORDING TO Msgr. Francis Weber, archivist for 
the Los Angeles archdiocese, who is working on a book on 
Junipero Serra, ‘‘there is a good chance he could be 
declared venerable in 1984. 


‘Problem is we are having trouble verifying the 
miracles,’’ Msgr. Weber said. ‘‘We have a lot of miracles 
but getting one verified is very difficult. 


‘‘What we are trying to do is get through to the pope 
and get him personally interested in the case — there are 
over a thousand cases being processed right now,’’ he 
said. 


BEATIFICATION requires verifying that at least one _ 
miracle has occurred as a result of prayer r offered through. 


Serra. Bishop Shubsda said two cases of possible present- 
day miracles are now under investigation — one in Spain, 
one in Capitola. 


Among the activities being nieenen®. to mark the 
bicentennial are: 

e Pilgrimages to Peta de Mallorca, Serra’s birth place, 
and to Carmel, his place of burial. : 


e. A documentary film on Serra’s life to be made in 
Los Angeles. 


e Educational packages for the private schools of the 
state on Serra’s life; also'a program for the non-private 
schools, if there is interest. 


e An exhibit on Junipero Serra and the California 
missions to be shown in three, possibly five, cities of the 
state and a symposium featuring experts from California 
and Mexico on Serra’s life to be organized in several 
Catholic universities of the state. 


e Special liturgy packages to be made available to the 
parishes of California, prayerwheels throughout the state 
that the pope will visit during the celebrations and two 
million leaflets and prayer cards in English and Spanish 
promoting the cause for the canonization of Serra. 


© A conclave of all bishops of the state who would 
concelebrate a Mass in Carmel on Aug. 28, 1984, to 
begin the year of activities. 


© Designation of a state holiday and a postage stamp to 
honor Serra. 


@ Use of a special cover on every diocesan directory in 
the state for 1984, depicting Serra and the California 
missions. 


If Serra is canonized, he will join a rather short list of 
American saints, among them Francis Xavier Cabrini, 
canonized in 1946; Elizabeth Ann Seton, canonized in 
1975; and John Nepomucene Neuman, canonized in 
1977. 
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ANOTHER GROUP of saints, the Martyrs of North 
America — missionaries killed in the 17th century by 
Indians — were canonized in 1930. 

Father Serra, born on the island of Majorca in 1713, 
entered the Franciscans in 1730 and from 1750 to 1769 
served in Mexico. In 1769, he founded a mission in San 
Diego to begin the chain of California missions. 


Bp. Shubsda invites pope to honor Serra in Calif. 


Lame from an infection in his leg that never healed, 
Serra nevertheless traveled back and forth largely on foot 
between the missions he founded. 


HE DIED at Carmel Mission on Aug. 28, 1784. His 
burial place is adjacent to the main altar in the mission. 
When his death become known, the guns at the Presidio 
of Monterey boomed every half hour all day long. 


Vatican to issue sex education guide

VATICAN CITY (NC) — The Vatican plans to issue 
guidelines soon on sex education and on what it means to 
be a Catholic school. 


Educational Guidance on Human Love andThe Religious 
Dimension of Education in the Catholic School are among 
documents being prepared for Catholic educators by the 
Vatican’s Congregation for Catholic Education, said 
Cardinal William Baum, prefect of that congregation, in 
a report to the world Synod of Bishops. Although he 
delivered the report in October, the full text was not made 
available until after the synod ended. 


‘SFOR A long time the congregation has been receiving 
requests for advice, and also protests, on the delicate 
problem of sexual education in Catholic schools,’’ the 
American-born cardinal said. 


He said his congregation was about to issue its 
guidelines on the topic ‘‘after long and well considered 
consultations.’’ 


‘‘The document will be of a pedagogical and pastoral 
character. Pastors will be asked to make use of it as a 
means of reflection for those responsible for the education 
of youth,’” Cardinal Baum said. 


SOURCES AT the Congregation for ‘Catholic 
Education indicated that the sex education guidelines will 
be available at the end of December. 


The guidelines on Catholic schools will define 
‘*Catholic’’ in the full meaning of the term.as it applies to 
Catholic schools, Cardinal Baum told the synod. 


‘‘The aim is to contribute to improving the quality of 
proper Christian education in institutes which honor 
themselves with the name ‘Catholic,’’’ he said. 


“ “ACCOUNT WILL be taken of the duty ‘hot to violate 
the rights of the consciences of non-Catholic pupils, whom 
parents send to Catholic schools by reason of the prestige 
which they enjoy,’’ he added. 


Cardinal Baum also reported on other concerns of his 
congregation, including education in seminaries. 


Reflecting the contemporary world for which 
seminarians are being trained, he said, the congregation 
is preparing an instruction on “‘training of future priests 
in cultural and pastoral problems connected with the 
social communications media.”’ 


He also noted that seminaries must prepare future 
priests for the family apostolate and for their role as 
confessors. 


IN HIS report Cardinal Baum stressed the need to 
support Catholic schools. 
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“The congregation is aware that a certain hostility 
toward the Catholic schools exists on the part of some 
Catholics,’’ he said. 


‘‘Even certain persons who were consecrated to the 
educational mission have abandoned that mission and 
sought other fields of labor,’’ he added. 


HE EMPHASIZED ‘‘the right of the Catholic school 
to exist and operate,’’ fulfilling a mission of service to 
both the church and society. 


He also stressed ‘‘the freedom of parents to choose this 
school’’ and ‘‘the duties of the state’’ to guarantee that 
right of choice, including equitable financial assistance. 


‘*The Catholic school constitutes a service to the whole 
of civil society,’’ Cardinal Baum commented. He called 
on civil society ‘‘to act according to justice,’’ saying it is 
unjust for the state to subject parents to double taxation, 
“fone for state schools and the other for the education 
which they freely choose for their children.’’

new Code of Canon Law goes into effect Nov. 27. 


The bishop’s Committee on Canonical Affairs, headed 
by Bishop Anthony Bevilacqua of Pittsburgh, told the 
bishops that if they did not ask Rome for a new indult, or 
exception to the requirements of the Church’s general 
law, the U.S. church would revert to the 10 holy days of 
general law after Nov. 27. 


THE BISHOPS debated many items other than the 
holy days question. Southern Cross will publish an 
interview with Bishops Maher and Chavez Dec. 1, 
regarding the meeting and its major points of interest. 

The biggest debate, however, lasting nearly an hour, 
was on the holy day proposals. Most of it centered not on 
questions of individual days but on whether or not it 


would be pastorally wise to change the current practice’ 


without first engaging in a broader consultation of the 
Catholic people of the country or without first educating 
the people as to the meaning of the changes. 


The recommendations to drop the Mass obligation for 
the Assumption and Mary Mother of God and to transfer 
observance of the Ascension to Sunday came from two 
bishops’ committees, those for liturgy and for pastoral 
research and practices. While the canonical affairs 
committee presented their recommendations because of 
the proposal’s connection to the new code, it offered the 
proposal without a recommendation for or against its 
* adoption. 

BISHOP BOSCO led off the campaign to retain all six 
current holy days of obligation in the United States by 
asking the bishops to vote yes or no on the six together 
first, and then vote individually on each one only if that 
proposal failed to receive the necessary two-thirds 
majority. 

His proposal was voted down by a clear majority in a 
voice vote, but the subsequent individual votes on the 
three feasts in question showed that many bishops who 
opposed that method of approach to the issue nevertheless 
agreed with the substance of his proposal. 


In proposing that no immediate change be made, 
Bishop Bosco suggested that the possibility of such a 
change be brought up in three years, using the 
intervening time to educate American Catholics more 
fully on the nature and meaning of various major feasts in 
the church calendar and to consult with priests and laity 


SEOUL, South Korea — During President Reagan’s 
recent trip to South Korea, Nancy Reagan visited Seoul 
Boys Town and presented the Catholic-run orphanage 
with a piano. ;

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on what holy days of obligation they preferred to retain or 
abolish. 


THERE WAS no immediate indication, however, 
whether or not the bishops planned to engage in such a 
consultation and reopen the holy days question for a new 
vote a few years from now. 


During the debate, Archbishop Hickey warned that a 
vote to reduce the number of holy days may be on solid 
ground legally but would be a mistake ‘‘pastorally.”’ 


Some opponents of a reduction argued that the precept 
of Mass attendance is needed in order to assure that those 
major feasts continue to be celebrated to the degree that 
they merit, while some proponents argued that if the 
precept is the chief reason for participating in the 
celebration, it is the wrong reason. 


SEVERAL bishops argued that it would be giving in to 
secularism to reduce the holy days of obligation because of 
the secular influences that make their observance difficult. 


“Archbishop Rembert Weakland, OSB, of Milwaukee 
noted that Church law cites two duties on holy days: to 
assist at Mass and to rest from work. He called rest from 
work ‘‘the first and most important’? of the two and 
argued that the inability of most American Catholics to 
observe that norm leads to a wrong notion of the 
observance of holy days. Mass attendance on those days is 
widely considered a ‘‘penitential’’ practice rather than 
part of a ‘‘celebration’’ as it should be, he said. 


He noted that in many predominantly Catholic 
countries the situation is quite different, since the holy — 
days are observed as civil holidays as well. 

BISHOP George Speltz of St. Cloud, Minn., however, 
argued that at least some Catholics do observe the holy 
days as days of rest and commented, ‘‘I question seriously 
taking away a day of leisure.”’

MAHWAY, NJ (NC) — ‘‘I never 
wanted to be anything but a priest,”’ 
Holy Cross Father Theodore 
Hesburgh, president of the 
University of Notre Dame, told 
graduates of Immaculate Conception 


- Seminary last month. 


Father Hesburgh, who recently 
celebrated the 40th anniversary of his 
ordination, identified the priestly role 
as ‘‘one of mediation’’ during the 
graduate theology school’s 
commencement exercises.” 


‘“‘THE PRIEST stands between 
God and humankind, and brings the 
blessings and graces of God to 
humans while bringing their hopes 
and needs and desires to God,’’ he 
said. 


Priests must be ‘‘close to God and 
-humans’’ to be good mediators, he 
added. ‘‘It is much easier to be close 
to humans,’’ he said. 


“The good Lord has made all this 
easier for us by telling us that when 
we do something needful for others, 
especially our lost brothers and 
sisters, we are loving and serving the 
Lord in them,”’ he continued. 


LOVING CHRIST means loving 
those who ‘‘are often old and smelly, 
ugly and uncaring, twisted and 
ungrateful,’’ he said. 


It is ‘‘much easier,’’ he added, ‘‘to . 


mediate God and His blessings to 
attractive, successful, caring, fun- 
filled young men and women. 


‘‘Well, a priest has some of each 
but must take care that the poor, the 
powerless, the outcast and the lost 
souls get his prime attention 
whenever possible,’’ he said. 

FATHER HESBURGH received 
his 97th honorary degree — his first 
from a Catholic seminary — at the 
commencement exercises. 


He’s successful and happy 


He said the Mass is the greatest 
priestly act of mediation. 


‘‘When you stand at the altar and 
hold wide your arms in supplication, 
you are embracing the whole world,”’ 
he said. : 


PRIESTS ALSO mediate grace 
through baptism, confirmation, care 
of the dying and penance, he said.

Priests ‘‘preach badly,” he said, if 
they do not meditate often on the 
word of God. 


Christ provides the priest ‘‘with all 
his needs,’ he said. 


FATHER HESBURGH 
acknowledged that Religious vows 
had helped his development as a 
priest. 


“*Poverty was a great relief,’’ he 
said. ‘You cannot ever be bought or 
chained down by possessions.”’

MONTEREY — Jesus was often 
in the company of outcasts. Holy 
Family Sister Alice Larsen sees no 
reason to be different. The 40-year- 
old Sister knows every inmate at the 
central facility of California’s 
notorious Soledad Prison. 


This attractive, blond woman 
ministers to 4,300 of the state’s worst 
criminals, including rapists, thieves 
and murderers. The men refer to her 
among themselves as ‘‘the Queen’”’ 
and ‘‘Smiley’’ but respectfully 
address her as ‘‘Sister’’ when she 
greets them as she walks the quarter- 
mile Main Line between cell wings. 


SISTER ALICE says she feels 
completely safe among them and 
enjoys their company. In fact, she 
feels safer here than on the outside. 
“Tf one of them harmed me in any 
way, the other prisoners would 
punish him in their own way. There 
would be a terrible vendetta,’’ she 
said in a recent interview. 


During the year she has served 
here as the Monterey diocese’s first 


prison ministry coordinator, she has | 


learned that criminals of every race 
and socio-economic group have much 
in common. Every one of Soledad’s 
inmates comes from a broken home. 


“T haven’t met one who .comes 
from a solid, happy | family 
background. It’s not uncommon to 
find several members of the same 
family here,’’ said Father Larry 
Kambitsch, the prison chaplain. 


‘“‘THEY ARE either from 
single-parent families where drugs 
and alcohol were abused or from 
families that shunted them from one 
relative to another. Most know very 
little about religion and are not into 
religious practices,’’ he said. 


To many of these men, the Sister 


. and the priest are the parents they 


never had. These ‘‘parents’’ do not 
aim to convert them or make them 
into steady church-goers. ‘‘We hope 
they will find in us a loving presence 
since they have had very little love in 
their lives. We hope that by loving 
them we can bring God to them in 
whatever way they are able to receive 
Him. There is a lot of immaturity 


and ignorance among them, Sister 
Alice pointed out. 


A steady stream of men flows 
calmly through the office shared by 
the Sister and the priest. They come 
to discuss their fears, thier isolation 
and their despair. 


THE OFFICE provides neutral 
territory where each man_ finds 
acceptance as a child of God and is 
never questioned about the reason 
why he is in jail unless he wants to 
discuss it. ‘‘We don’t wish to 
approach anyone from a prejudiced 
position,’ Sister Alice said. ‘“‘If a 
man is in for rape, I really don’t need 
to know about that. Society has 
already judged him. Our job is to 
help him live with that judgment and 
find God in it. 


The Sister is the only feminine 
presence in this monotonous, dingy 
male. atmosphere, and she is an 
anomaly both inside and outside the 
prison walls because she is celibate. 
However, she considers this a definite ~ 
asset, since for most prisoners she is 
the only single woman they have ever 
met who isn’t “on the-make.”’ 

“They know my celibacy is my 
own free choice, and they are happy 
that I don’t belong to any man — just 
to God and to them,”’ she said. 


ALTHOUGH SHE dresses 
modestly in a skirt, blouse and blazer 
adorned with a crucifix and a Holy 
Family medallion, she does not try to 
disguise her femininity. Naturally 
attractive, this slim five-foot, eight- 
inch Sister grew up with. dreams of 
becoming a fashion model or 
stewardess. But the men respond in a 
brotherly manner to her warm hugs 
and friendliness. Guards say the men 
act protectively towards her and have 
cleaned up their language because’ | 
they sense she hates profanity. 
Instinctively they know what this 
woman expects from them. 


The inmates also shave and shower 
often when Sister Alice is there on 
Mondays and Thursdays, prison 
officials have noticed.

Outsiders have exploited the 
people of the Agats diocese in 
Indonesia, playing on their 
unfamiliarity with capitalistic 


economics, said the bishop, a native’ 


of St. Cloud, Minn., who has been in 
Indonesia for 22 years. - 


Father Gallus, a native of 


Royalton, Minn., has lived in, 


Indonesia for 16 years; Father 
Redwanski, a native of Texas, and 
Brother Jim, a native of Huntington, 
Ind., have served there for 11 years. 


AS LATE as 1963, Bishop Sowada 
said, the people in Irian Jaya, the 
area of Indonesia where his diocese is 
located, returned to the practice of 
headhunting. They felt the 
Indonesian government was 
neglecting them after independence 
from the Dutch in 1963 and returned 


to their traditional ways of life, he 


said. 
Father Redwanski said four 
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members of a parish council he 
worked with had been headhunters 
before becoming leaders of the 
Church. 


The Asmat people have a long 
tradition of religion because they 
sought spiritual explanations for the 
sickness and trials they suffered, 
Bishop Sowada said. 4 

“‘THEY WILL accept the 
concept of God, though they will 
have their own concepts,’’ he said. 
“*They will see God as-one big spirit 
among other spirits.’’ 

Rather than disregarding long- 
held religous traditions, the 
missionaries relate traditional themes 
to those of Christianity so that 
Catholicism will fit into the people’s 
culture. 

A feast to the spirits of the dead 
may be tied to recognizing the 
communion of saints. It is also 
helpful to promote native art as a gift 
from God and use it in connection 
with religious ceremonies, he said. 

“THIS IS where mission is, 
building up the pride of people,’ 
Bishop Sowada said. 

Though at times the four miss the

Still, ‘‘in spite of all our total

It has 
nothing at all to do with an authentic sorrow that we are 
led to feel for not loving the poor enough. Our sorrow is, in 
fact, the very love of God Himself in us drawing and impell- 
ing us to love more totally, more wholeheartedly. Repen- 
tance evokes gratitude and love, not guilt and remorse. For 
love is joyful and gratitude is joyful and helping my poor 
kids out of love is joyful—and that is what Jesus said lov- 
ing Him and the Father is all about.

Bishop Maher asks for support 
of organizing home attendants 


ALCALA PARK — Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, in a letter dated Nov. 15, issued a 
public plea for support of the 80,000 
home attendants, members of the United 
Domestic Workers of America, working 
in California. 


Home attendants, mostly middle-aged 
women, provide personal and domestic 
care for the elderly, disabled and blind, 
allowing them to live independently 
rather than in an institution. 


BISHOP MAHER said ‘‘The 
Catholic Church, through our Campaign 
for Human Development, has been a key 
supporter of the Domestic Workers 


Service Center in its effort to help home 
attendants gain justice and recognition.”’ 


While they assist the sick, they have no 
health plan or sick leave for themselves. 
While they care for the elderly, they 
receive no retirement benefits, nor even 
the basic benefits of paid holidays or 
vacation, although they may be on call 24 
hours a day, seven days a week, the 
bishop explained. 


“Perhaps. the worst plight of all for 
home attendants is the low status and 
regard that is given their work, not only 
by their employers but by society in 
general,’’ the bishop stated. 


U.S. hostility increasing 
tensions in Nicaragua 


WASHINGTON — USS.~ hostility 
toward Nicaragua is increasing tensions 
within the Central American nation and 


‘uniting its people in anger at the United . 


States, two priests who visited Nicaragua 
Nov. 4-11 reported. 


Jesuit Father Phillip Land and 
Franciscan Father Joseph Nangle went to 
Nicaragua on behalf of the Conference of 
Major Superiors of Men. According to a 
CMSM press release, the two priests met 
with ordinary people, Sandinista 
government officials and Church leaders. 


“THE NICARAGUAN government 
and people fear an imminent invasion 
from either American or American- 
supported forces in Honduras,”’ the press 
release said. ‘“This fear has exacerbated 
the tensions in Nicaragua but has served 
as well:to solidify public opinion against 
American policy toward that country.’’ 


Fathers Land and Nangle concluded 
that the Sandinista revolution ‘‘is 


‘essentially a nationalist movement devoid 


of ominous ideological or totalitarian 
overtones,’’ it said.

stucco exteriors. Plaster running molds | 


and columns have also been used. Each 
building will have a major distinguishing 
feature: a pedestrian bridge connects 
Marian Way to the businss school’s main 
entrance; the conference center will have 
its lobby illuminated by a massive 
pyramid-grid skylight and the library’s 
four corner towers will distinguish it from 
Camino Hall, which will be connected to 
it by a two-level, enclosed walkway. 
Tucker, Sadler and Associates are the 
architects of record and M.H. Golden 
Company is the general contractor for the 
business school and conference center 
buildings. A large patio will divide the 
structures. The $2.4 million conference 
center’s multi-purpose use has been 
designed to accommodate lectures and 
board meetings. The two-level, 15,658 
square foot building will contain five 
seminar rooms, class rooms, a board of 
trustees conference room and a 226-seat 
auditorium to be used primarily as a 


lecture hall. Four conference rooms will 
be made available in the summer months 
to business groups. 


A $500,000 leadership gift was made 
last December by La Jollans Douglas and 
Betty Manchester. Manchester, chairman 
and chief executive. officer of Torrey 
Enterprises, has been a USD trustee since 
1978. Betsy Manchester is a member of 
the USD auxiliary and an alumna of the 
Sacred Heart — the Religious society that 
founded the San Diego College for 
Women, now USD. The conference 
center is slated for dedication February 
26, 1984. 


A $4.5 MILLION grant from The 
Olin Foundation of New York City, made 
possible the construction of the. three- 
storied, 45,497 square foot School of 
Business building. The school will contain 
20 classrooms, 48 offices, six seminar 
rooms, faculty and student lounges and 
centers for student accounting, word 
processing and computer science 
instruction. 


The new 46,120-square-foot Copley 
Library will have 26 rooms. The Dunphy 
Company, general contractor, and Roy 
Drew of Mosher, Drew, Watson and 
Ferguson Architects have employed 
wrought iron bars on the windows. A 
$1,500,000 grant from the James S. 
Copley Foundation of La Jolla led 
contributions for the $3.7 million 
building. 

Each of the buildings will contain a 
17th century tapestry as frontispieces to 
establish the color scheme used 
throughout the particular structure. 


‘(WHAT IS unusual about this is the 
great effort required to find supportive 
material,’’ said art professor Therese 
Whitcomb, who is interior coordinator 
for the projects. ‘“The buildings will not 
wholly duplicate the period, but will be 
harmonious and functional in a manner 
consonant with the period. We will avoid, 
for example, 20th century industrial 
products,’’ she explained. 


Jadot: U.S. Church holy but parochial

VATICAN CITY (NC) The 
strength of the Catholic Church in the 
United States is the holiness of its people. 
Its weakness is parochialism and 
impatience, and these have led to tensions 
with the Vatican. 


This is the assessment of. Archbishop 
Jean Jadot, reflecting on his seven-year 
tenure as the papal representative to the 
U.S. Church. 


ARCHBISHOP Jadot, head of the 
Vatican Secretariat for Non-Christians, 
was apostolic delegate in the United 
States from 1973 tc 1980. 


‘‘The American Church is a vibrant, 
living Church,”’ said Archbishop Jadot in 


an interview with NC News Service. 


‘One of its greatest strengths is its 
number of really holy people, people who 
try their best to live in deep intimacy with 
God. That’s not well-known because the 


holiness is among ordinary people,’’ he¢ 


said. 


‘‘T WAS impressed by the genuineness 
of the Christian life in so many Catholics, 
their dedication to the Church and to all 
those in need,’’ he added as he described 
bishops, priests, Religious and laity he 
met in the United States.

Father Richard L. Houck, associate 
pastor of the Church of the Most

He also cited as proof of the holiness of 
Americans ‘‘the generosity of Catholics’’ 
in their donations to charitable 
organizations . 


. Some of the weaknesses of the U.S. 
Church, however, have led to the present 
tensions with the Holy See, said 
Archbishop Jadot. 


‘““MORE THAN once I have been 
surprised to see how parochial the United 
States can be,’’ he said. The tendency is 
for the U.S. Church to look at itself as the 
norm ,’’ he added. 


‘‘Perhaps one part of the tension,’’ he 
said, “‘comes from the fact that in the 
United States people are looking only to 
themselves, while Rome is looking at the 
United States as part of the universal 
Church. Each has a different point of 
view.” 


~8% He’ expressed hopes that the U.S. 


QO 


yChurch would become ‘‘more universal, 
more open to the whole Church, to the 
whole world.”’ 


ARCHBISHOP Jadot said that among 


the causes of the current tension are the 
Vatican-initated study of seminaries, the 


papally appointed commission to study — 


Religious life, Vatican criticism of the 
number of U.S. annulments and 
documents concerning seminary faculties. 


The problems which exist in the U.S. 
Church exist everywhere and that Pope 
John Paul II’s attention to the United 
States reflects the pope’s assessment of the 
moral position of the U.S. Church as 
world leader, he said. 


“*Through his own genius and through 
what he saw on his visit to. the United 
States.in 1979, the pope recognized the 
power of the Church in the United 
States,’’ said the archbishop. 
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“**THE UNITED States is the most 
powerful state,’’ he said. ‘‘Anything that 
is going on in the United States now will 
be initiated all around the world by some 
means or other within one year.”’ 


Archbishop Jadot blamed much of the 
tension on U.S. reaction to Vatican 
attention. 


While ‘‘the actions of the Holy See are 
intended to help Americans improve what 
is already good,”’ they are being taken by 
the U.S. Church as “‘signs of displeasure 


or lack of trust and confidence’’ by the 


Vaticar, he said~ 


‘ALL IS not perfect,’’ the archbishop 
said, commenting on Vatican criticism of 
the U.S. Church. ‘‘When you want to 
improve you have to talk about abuses 
and: shortcomings. But in the United 
States people are too quickly «critical. 
They look too quickly to the negative 
side.”’ 


Archbishop Jadot cited cultural and age 
gaps and misinformation as factors which 
aggravate current tensions. 


He said that some people blame the 
problems in the American Church on the 
changes in the make-up of the hierarchy 
as a result of bishops appointed during his 
tenure. Some critics believe that the 
bishops appointed were too young and 
were chosen for educational standards 
and pastoral emphasis. 


ARCHBISHOP Jadot said that a 
solution to the problem of tension 
between the U.S. Church and _ the 
Vatican is better communication through 
dialogue. 

‘‘Communication is the psychological 
disposition to open oneself to listen and to 
speak and to dialogue,’’ he added. 


‘Fach building will have a slightly 
different color scheme keyed to the 
tapestry. The university’s holdings in 
antiques will be distributed throughout 


_ the buildings. Nothing is sacrified to 


function; everything is usable and made 
of desirable materials — for example, oak 
instead of plastic chairs,’’ Whitcomb 
added. 


Occupancy of the library and 
conference center is set for February 1,

‘“‘And we are on time, right on 


schedule,’’ said Zeterberg. 


Vatican displays 
art collection 
in San Francisco 


SAN FRANCISCO — Some 237 
pieces of art, all treasures from the 
Vatican Museums, went on display at the 
deYoung Museum in Golden Gate Park 
here Nov. 19. The exhibit will continue 
through Feb. 19, 1984. 


The exhibition is divided into five 
sections, preceded by an introductory 
area. These five areas represent the 
development and changing meaning of 
the papcy’s concern with the 
commissioning, preserving and collecting 
of art. 


THE EXHIBITION brings together 
works from the Vatican collections which 
have been chosen by specialists in the 
Vatican and the Metropolitan Museum of 
Art in New York City. It represents the 
first time that the Vatican has ever sent 
abroad an exhibition of this magnitude. 


The works that were chosen for this: 
exhibition not only give an idea of the 
range and magnitude of the artistic 
resources housed in the Vatican but also 
reflect the history of papal patronage and 
show how the popes have commissioned, 
collected and perserved works of art 
through the ages.

- business management, explained Brother 


John. 


The Brother spent 5 years as head 
counselor at Cardinal Dougherty High 
School in Buffalo, N.Y. before coming to 
Marian in 1981 as head counselor and 
U.S. history teacher. 


_. He said that some students do have a 
difficult time in orienting themselves for a 
career to pursue, even by senior year. 


IT IS the role of the school counselor, 
working side by side with parents and the 
student to assist in the course of study 
essential for college admittance. 


“T believe career guidance starts before 
we ever see the student in high school,’’ 
Brother John continued. ‘‘Ideally, it 
starts in the home with the student 


‘exploring with family and_ friends 


possibilities for the future. Ninth grade is 
time to start thinking seriously about 
college or jobs.”’ 


From the initial acceptance for 
freshman year at Marian High School, all 
students are eligible for information and 
counseling relative to careers, colleges 
and the Armed Services. 


MARIAN is a diocesan, co-ed high 


school with 613 students; 73 percent of its - 


graduates go on to two and four-year 


Prepare early for college 


colleges. In addition to Brother John, 
there are three other counselors — one for 
each grade level. 


“‘Students at Marian have a counselor 
each year they are with us. We are a 
Catholic school reflecting the Church’s 
teachings and ethics. It is in this context 
that we assist students in understanding 
themselves, the value of education and 
interaction with other people as all part of 
the Catholic’s goal to love God and their 
fellow humans,’’ Brother John explained. 


Brother John believes that a student’s 
career must not only be carefully weighed 
and counterbalanced, but must also be 
prayed over. 


STUDENTS interested in careers in 
engineering, medicine or the sciences 
should take a full year each of chemistry, 
biology and physics along with as many 
college-type math courses as possible. 


Students contemplating college take an 
English class every semester, every year. 
Creative writing is an essential tool for 
success in college, not to mention it being 
an asset for life in general. 


College-bound students should also 
take courses in history, social sciences and 
at least two years of a foreign language. 


ACCORDING to Brother John, the 
guidance department at Marian provides 
information of interest to both parents 
and students: eligibility for scholarships 
and financial aid, grade requirements, 
test sites and dates for SATs and other 
required testing, college costs, application 
deadlines, to name only a few. 


To the high school student, he gives 
this advice: ‘‘Explore careers of possible 
interest; learn the level of education 
needed to qualify; explore what these 
various fields offer in terms of 
employment, advancement, wages, 
hours, fringe benefits and location; and 
finally, keep several options open.”’

E] borrador de la Carta Pastoral pedia 
educacién bilingue en los colegios 
catdlicos y decia que los profesores 
“‘deben hablar espafiol y tener una buena 
comprensién y una visién positiva de la 
cultura y la religiosidad hispana.”’ 


Fue modificada y ahora dice que el 
curriculum de las escuelas catdlicas “‘debe 
otorgar oportunidades para una 
educacién bilingue y que sus profesores 
deben tener familiaridad con la lengua 
espanola tanto como respeto y 
comprensi6on de la cultura hispana y sus 
expresiones religiosas.’’

Los obispos pidieron a quienes 
emplean hispanos les faciliten condiciones 
de trabajo seguras y decentes y un salario 
decente. ‘‘La’ condicién inhumana de 
profunda pobreza impuesta sobre muchos 
hispanos, es la raiz de muchos de los 
problemas sociales en sus vidas.’’ 


La falta de sacerdotes, hermanos, 
religiosas y didconos permanentes 
hispanos ‘‘es uno de los problemas mas 
serios que enfrenta la Iglesia en los 
Estados Unidos,’’ dijeron los obispos, a 
tiempo de pedir a la Iglesia a orar “‘al 
Sefior de la cosecha enviar vocaciones 
hispanas que son tan necesitades.’’ 


Los obipso pidieron a_ los padres 
hispanos “‘mantener el orgullo honesto de 
tener su hijo o hija sirviendo a la Iglesia 
como sacerdote o religiosa.’’ © 


Dijeron que la Iglesia debe ser 
presentada a las comunidades hispanas en 
un modo que “‘la gente experimente la 
realidad del amor y la preocupacién de la 
Iglesia hacia ellos. Sacerdotes y religiosas

variedad de grupos fundamentalistas

Carta Pastoral.

Iglesia y Gobierno 
mantienen dialogo 


WASHINGTON (NC) — El gobierno 
de Nicaragua y dirigentes eclesiales han 
iniciado un didlogo para aminorar las 
tensiones Iglesia-Estado surgidas por las 
acusaciones de la Iglesia sobre violencia 
de fuerzas de seguridad, dijo un 
comunicado de prensa emitido por la 
embajada nicaraguense en Washington. 


El comunicado de prensa, con fecha 14 
de noviembre, dice que Daniel Ortega, 
Coordinador de la Junta de Gobierno, y 
el Obispo Pablo Vega de la Prelatura de 
Juigalpa, Presidente de la Conferencia 
Episcopal de Nicaragua, sotuvieron una 
reunion positiva de tres horas de 
duracion.

comunicado de prensa.
